that is which wiſdome of God none of the Princes of this world 
knew , or, which glory none of the Princes of this world knew. And 
indeed they were ignorant of both, as the Apoſtle proves in the 
words following : and firſt ignorant of the glory prepared for- us, 
ver. 9. Eye hath not ſeen, nor care heard, neuher bath it entred into the 
heart of man, the things which God hath prepared for them that love 
bil; And as they were igrant ot that glory prepared for us, the 
knowledge whereof is bur a part of heavenly wildome ; ſo were 
they alcogether ignorant of char wiſdome of God, ver. It, I2, 14+ 
Fo; who knoweth the things of a man, ſave the ſpirit of man ? even [0 
the things of God knowtth no man, bit the ſþirit of God, Now we bave 
received, not the ſÞirit of the world, but the ſpirit that xs of God, that 
we might know the things that are given us of God, Bus the naturall 
man veceiveth not the things of Gods ſpirit, they are foolifhneſſe unta 
him; neither can he know them, becauſe they are Spwitually diſcerned.

Feede the church of God, which he bath 
purchaſed with bis owne bloud. Chriſt had bloud onely as he wi-man; 

bur” becauſe the ſame man was alſo God , his" bloud is' called, 
the bloud of God, Iohn, 3.13. No man bath aſcended up to heaven , 

but be that came down from heaven, the ſonne of man which 5 in bea-. 
were Chriſt deſcended trom heaven, onely in reſpect of his divine 

naturc, and he was in heayen at that. time, when he was ſpeaking 
unto Nicodemus here on theearth, onely as he was God, and yet bes 
cauſe the ſame perſon was alſo man, he laith,the Sozne of man which 4 
in beaven. So here , Chriſt was crucified onely as he was man, and 

yet becauſe the ſame man was alſo God, the Apoſtle ſaies, they crucif- 
ed the Lord of glory.” : 


And ſo I come unto the ſecond circumſtance, the kind of death 
that he ſuffered 2 it was crucifixion, the moſt fhaniefull and ignomi- 
nious death in the world, The Apoſtle mentiens ſcaudolum crucs : the 
offence of the crofie. Galat. 5,11. and the ſhame otrhe croſſe roo. 
Hebr, 12, a, There is more ſhame in irchan in any other death, and 
therefore the Heathen rearmed the croſte, arborem infelicem, and ſtj- 
pitem infamem; a wretched infamous tree. This death was ſo infa- 
mous, that the Romans did not infli&t ir upon any, bur onely ſuch 
as were eftcemed baſe rogues , and notorious malefators. And 
therefore we finde in the Ecclefiafticall Hiſtory, that albeit Se. Paul 
ſuffered marryrdome ar Row, as well as Sr. Peter , yet they could 
nor crucifie St, Paul ; he being a Romane , had the priviledge of a 
gentleman, and was beheaded ; burPeter being but a fiſherman by 
his trade, was eſteemed a baſe fellow , and ſocrucified as was his 
Maſter. That which made this death more ſhamefull arid ignemi. 
nijous, was, becauſe all that were crucified, were firſt ſcourged be- 
fore they were crucified, and that was peculiar -ro this death of the 
crofic, Now for a man to be ſcourged, is a foule diſgrace, a vile and 
ſervile puniſhment, nor to be oftered unto any bur unto bond» 
flaves 2 and. therefore he in the comedy ſaies in great diſgaine, 
toris ? liber ſum, : hee rooke it in great ſcorne, the whippe ſhould 
bee once named unto him who was free borne, And yer our Saviour 
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'being to be crucified, was firſt ſcourged. And as this wasa ſhame- 
full, ſervile, and ignominious death; ſo was it a moſt execrable 
and curſed death ; for ſayes the Apoſtle, it is written, curſed is eve- 
yy one that hangth on a tree, Gal, g. 13, It was not ancly eſtecemed 
ſoby men, bur it was ſo indeed, being accurſed by rhe month of God 
himſclte ; for it is ſaid, Deur, 21. 23, Hee that js benged is curſed of 
Ged. And therefore Chrilt ſuffering this death, the Apoſtle fayes, 
that he was fattys maled:(Fum, mids a curſe for us, And as this 
dearh was an ignominious and accurſed death ; fo alſo a moſt pain- 
full death. Firſt, his fleſh was rorne with whippes : They ploughed 
or his backe ( laith the Plalmiſt ) aud made long furrowes on it, Then 
his hands and his feet were bored with the naijles, and the hands 
and feer of all other parts are moſt ſenfible, by reaſon of the tex- 
tureof all the finewes there, And being thus nailed unto the tree, 
his whole body was ſtretched our on the crofic, as on a rack, til al 
hi bones were 0x! of Joint, as was foretold by the Pſalmiſt, This 
ſtretching was ſuch, that ir made his very ribbes and bones, breake 
through the fleſh and che skinne, which muſt needs be a paine out 
of meaſure painfull, Therefore the heathen rearmed the crefle, 
cruciabile lignum , a tree of torture ; and moſt ſharpe and bitter 
paines, have their name from the crolle, being called cruciatus, Chriſt 
was no lefle than fix houres in this rormentz even from the third 
houre, untill che ninth, and all that while in perfe& ſenfe ; for it is 
ſaid, he cryed with a loud voice, and gave up the ghoſt, He did not crie 
with the taint voice of a dying man, but with a loud voice, to ſhew 
chat his naturall ſtrength was nor one whit abated, This death was 
deviſcd for our S:viour, not ſo much by Pi{at and the Souldiers, 
as by the Jewes ; for they cried our, cywifie bim, crucifie him. hen 
Plat ſaid unto them, take yee him, andjudge him according to yorr law : 
they anſwered, :t is ot lawful! for us to put any man te death. And 
this came to paſſe, ſaith the Evangelift, rhat the ſaying of Zeſ#5 might 
be fulfilled, which he ſpake, fenifying what death be ſhould die. Now 
what was that which he ſpake ſignit;ing what death be ſhould die? 
we find it Matth. 20. 19, The ſonne of wan ſhall be betrayed unto the 
chicſe Priefts, and to the $c;'bes, and they ſhall condene him to death, 
and ſhall deliver him to the Geatiles, to rock aud to ſcourge, and to ue 
cifie bim, Thusthey pur off his triall frum themſelves, untothe Ro. 
mane Governour, of purpoſe, that he mighr ſuffer that Romane 
death, Ar firſt they conuemned him of blaſphemie, apd rheu hee 
ſhould have been fRoned ; bur that deaca ſeemed roo mid, for it 
would have diſpatched him quickly ; Therefore they indite him anew 
of treaſon, for [peaking againt Ce/., that ſo he might ſuffer the 
death of a traitor, even that ;gnominious, accurſed, and paintull 
death of the crofle, No lefie could ſarisfie their malice, Pee 
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And who were they that did all this 2 even his owne people, they 
who were his brethren, and kinſmen according to the fleſh, they 
crucified the Lard of glory ; they unto whom he came, and for whom 
he came , for be was ſtnt uato the loſt ſheep of the bouſe of Iſrael ; they 
amongſt whom he had preached the word of life, for it bchooved the 
Go{þell firſt to be preached wnto them ; They amung whom hee had 
wrought many miracles, and unto whom he had done many good 
workes ; even they were ſuch unthankfull rraitors, that they crucified 


the Lord of glory. 


In the laſt place, the Apoſtle rells us, that their ignorance of the 
wiſdome of god, led them to the commirting of that horrible mur- 
ther © for bad they knowne it, they would not have c:ucified the Lord 
of glory, But here ye may ſay unto me, did theſe malicious Iewes 
finne onely our of ignorance, as did Payl in perſecuring the Church?, 
O no; tney ſinned our of malice, againſt knowledge and con- 
ſcience ; for they knew that Ieſus was a good and juſt man, and had 
given him that teſtimonie, that he had done all things well ; they knew 
thathe was a great Propher, a teacher come ffom God ; they were in 
ſome ſort roo covinced that he was .he Chriſt , for Ioh, 11, 47. 
they held a councell againſt him, ſaying, what ſhall we dee? this man 
doth many miracles, if we let him alonegall men will believe on him,name- 
ly, that he is the Chiſ?. Where ye may behold them fighting againſt 
the light of their owne knowledge , wherewith our Saviour ex- 
preſly charges them, Ioh. 7. 28. Yee both kuow me, and yee know 
whence I am, and Toh. 15, 24. Now have they both {cen and bated both 
me and my father. This appearcth further by char which is ſaid inthe 
parable of the houfholder, Matth. 21. 31. A certaine houſholder 
planted a vineyard, and let 3t ont tohusbandmen , and went untoa farre 
countrty. And when the time of the fruits came, he ſent h;s ſervants to 


' receive them z and the busbandmea took bis ſeruants, beat them and kut- 


led them : againe he ſent other ſervants, and they did unto them likewiſe. 
Laſt of all he ſent unto shem hy ſonne, ſaying, they will reverence my ſon, 
But when the husbandmen ſaw bim, they [aid, this is the heire, come let 
2s kill bim, and ceaſe on his inheritance. And ſaith the Evangeliſt 
ver. 45. when the chufe Prieſts and the Phayiſces beard this parable, they 
perceived that he ſpake of them. Sothat they had ſome knowledge of 
Chriſt: bur ic was not the true knowledge ; they were not indued 
with heavenly wiſdome, nor taught of God ; tor their heart did 
ſtand out againſt the light which did ſhine on their underſtanding, 
and (as Solomen faith) They hated hnowledge, and, did not chooſe the 
feare of the Lord, Therefore ſaith our Saviour unto them, yee neither 
know me, nor my father, Toh. 8. 19, So thateven finnes of malice 
committed againſt knowledge and conſcience, yet arc MF

with ſome kind of ignorance, This is cleare in the crucifying of 
Chriſt, tor they knew that it was evill to kill him that was innocent 


and juſt ; bur this knowledge was onely bavituall and penerall , 


they did nor aftually know that it was evill, ar the inſtant when they 
did it, or they did not conſider it ; or though they knew that it was 
evill, yer they did not know, that that evill was nor to be done, for the 
obtaining ot a greater good which they propoſed to themſelves, 
namely, the retaining of their places and dignities, which they fea» 
redto loſe it he were acknowledged for the Meſlias, Thus it holds 
true that the Philoſopher ſaid, oxmis mains 1g707ans, there is ſonie 
Ignorance inevery finne; for ſeeing the will cannor poſlibly afte& 
evill, as itisevill, bur that the ſame is ſtill preſented unto it, under 
the maske of good, it followeth neceſſarily, that every one that 
ſinneth, is ſome way ignorant of good and cyil, For which cauſe 


Solomon ſayes, nonne errant omncs ? doe they not all cire that worke Int- p, 2,14, 22, 
quitie ? And David of:ner than once in the Pſalmes ſaith, bave al pr, 14.4, 
the workers of iniquitie noe knowledge ? Indeed they have no true pr, 


knowledge, And therefore howſoever ſome have commended igno- 
rances as the morher of devotion , I may ſay more cruly, that is 
the mother of criour; our Saviour ſaid ſo much to the Saduces, 
Matth, 22. 29. Yee doerre, not kuowing the Scriptures. It is the mo- 
ther of Idolatrie, Galar. 4 8. when ye knew not God, yee did ſervice 
unto them which by nature are no Gods, Ir is the mother of pride and 
arrogance, Rom, 10, 3. Being ienorant of the righteouſneſſe of Cod, they 
went about to eſtabliſh their #owne rightcouſueſſe. It is the mother of 
luft, Theff. 4, 5. Thc Gentiles which know not God, walke in the luſe 
of concupiſcence, Finally, it is the mother of all finne, Ephel, 4. 18. 
Having their underſtanding darkned, through the ignorance that 3 in 
thim: and being paſt feeling, they gave themſelves over 'mto laſciviouſ- 
neſſe ; to worke all uncleanneſſe with grcedineſſe.

That will tell 
you what we haveloſt, and how heinous the murther was, As he 
was the Lord, and their Lord, he had no ſnperior on earth, and fo 
could not be tried ; as hewas a glorious and gracious Lord, he 
ought not to have beene condemned. As Chriſt was aboye the law, 
being the ſonne of God, ſo was he aboyc the cenſure of humane 
lawes, he being a King, As Chriſt was moſt innocent, there wa. no 
guile or guilt found in him; fo was he innocent of all the crir es 
obje&od againſt him, As he was a King, ke did repreſent Gods 
erſon here on earth ; and as he wasa good King, full of grace ; 
= was a mot lively image of Chriſt, ſo lively an image of him, har. 
amongſt all the Martyrs, who followed Chriſt unto heaven bearing 
his crofſe , never was there any, who expreſſed ſo great conformity 
with our Saviour in his ſuffertngs , as he did, 


And this will further appeare by the ſecond circumſtance in my 
rext, the kind of deathjthart he ſuftered, which was nor the death of 
the croſſe, bur zquivolent untoir, tor two things were in the croſle 
which made ir ſo edious, paine, and ſhame ; the Apoſtle joynes them 
together, 7eſxs endured the croſſe, deſpiſing the ſhame. Our Soveraigne 
ſuffered both, I beginne with the paine. Indeed Chriſts crolle be- 
gan athis cratch ; for no ſooner was he borne, than perſecured 
by Hcyod ; and his whole life afterwards was a perperuall gain- 
ſaying of faners : So 1 may ſay ofour Soveraigne, that the ren laſt 
yeares of His life, was ſuch a gaine-ſaying of ſinners ; all thattime 
he tought with beafts, even with unreaſonable men, who were 
reſolved to be ſatisfied with nothing, bur with the utter deſtruQtion 
ofhim and his. To bring that to paſſe, firſt of all rhey did aſperſe 
him with many feule fand falſe calumnies, agaiuſt their owne 
knowledge and conſcience, only to render him odious umo his 
people ; they flandered the foore ſteps of Gods anointed , their 
rongues, and their pennes too, were ſharper than ſwords, pier- 
cing deepe into his ſoule ; many ſcandalous pamphlers were every 
day caſt abroad, which ( as he ſaies in his booke ) like ſÞarkts in great 
conflagrations, did flie up and downe to ſet all places on fire.

affligions grew great, ſome of his ſervants berrayed him like Iu- 
das, others denyed him, and almoſt all forſooke him ; albeit rhey 
had got well by him, yer they were loth to ſuffer with him, And 
which was yer much worſe, he was forceably deprived of the com- 
forr of his deareſt wife, his m3ſt ſiveer and beloved children, and 
for a long time had none to converſe with, but beaſts more ſavage 


than thoſe which did company witk our Saviour in the wilderneſle, 


When Chriſt was on the crofic, one of the theeves who was -cruci- 
fied with him railed on him, becauſe he did not relieve them : 
when our Soyeraigne was at Oxford, ſome who ſuffered with 
him, upbraided him , and added gricfe rohis afflited ſoule, even 
railing en him, becauſe he did nor helpe them, when indeed he could 
not. As our Saviour wastcmpred : ſo was our Severaigne, tempted 
ro diftruſt, to perjury, to ſacrilege, to atheiſme ; rempred to deny 
God, by forſaking his religion , and deſtroying the church, which 
his righteous ſoule abhorred, As the devill made grear proffers 
unto Chriſt, ofall the Kingdomes of the world, ſaying, AU theſe will 
1 give thee, if thou wilt fall downe and wo:ſhip me + So great proffers 
were made unto our Soyeraigne, that they would make him a glori. 
ous King,ifhe would humble himſelf unto his Parliament, and wor. 
ſhip the Idell which they had fer up. Beſides,his ſonle was daily tor- 
tured with reircratcd unreaſonable propoſitions, and inſolent de- 
mands, as abſurd as thoſe which rhe devill made unto Chriſt, 


The enemies of -our Saviour ſought how thry might take him by craft 
and put him to death, Much more craft and deceitroo, was uſed to 
carch our Soyeraigne in their pis, As when Chriſt was at Ieruſalem, 
the Phariſees not daring then to lay hands on him, becauſe they fea- 
redrhe people ; ſought to fright him with Herod, Saying unto bim,get 
thee out,and depart hence;for Herod will kill thee:when it was they them- 
ſelves that intended to-kill him: So when his Majeſtie was at Hamp.. 
ton Court, his enemies perceiving, that the hearts of the people were 
ſo turned towards him, that it was nat ſafe to lay violent hands on 
him; they did cunningly ſugpeſt feares unto him, that there was a 
plot ro kill him, and ſo they made him flie into the ſnare which they 

ad layed for him in whe 1le of Wight, where they thought that 
Rolph ſhould have diſpatched him by poiſon or poinard z bur rhar 
being diſcovered, they reſolved to doe it ina more publicke way, 
Our ſaviour was apprehended. at night: ſo was our Soyeraigne in 
adarke cold winter night, raken cur of his bed in the 7le of 17gbr, 
and carried unto Hurſt Caſile. They ſought ſalſe witnefle againſt our 
Savionr; ſo did they againſt our Soyexaigne; for open proclamation

was made with ſound of trumper,that all who could informe agaiaſt 
rhe King,ſhould come to the painted chanber,and give in thelr evi- 
dence: and what waz it they intended to prove? even that ke had 
done that whereof they chemlſelves only were guilty,in railing armes 
and making a warre in the Kingdom. The people being ſuborued 
by the Prieſts, cried againſt our Saviour , «Awny with him, crucifie 
him : (o ſome of the ſouldiers were ſuborned, and hired ro cry a- 
gainſt our Soveraigne, Zuſt:ce, Execution. Our Saviour was mocked, 
They wagged their heads at him: ſo our Soveraigne had the tryall of 
cruell muckings® Chriſt was reviled : ſo was our Soveraigne reviled 


by his enemies,cſpecially cheir falſe Prophers : Hygh Peters inftead of Matth,27.29, 


comfort, did reach Gall and Vinegar unto Gods anointed , in the 
agony of his ſufterings, as the Jews formerly had done unto Chriſt. 


Our Saviour was ſpit on: ſo was our Soveraigne 3 Bradſhaw and Matth.29.30. 
Cooke did ſpit our the froth of their ulcerous lungs againſt him to Foha 18, 12: £ 


his face, and a harbarous ſouldier did really ſpit in his face. Our 
Saviour was bound: ſo there was as intent to have bound our Sove- 
raigne, as hirmſelte obſerved on the Scaftold , by the rings which 
were faſtned to the block. Our Saviour was watched the night be- 
fore he ſuffered 3 for he was apprehended at nighr in the Garden and 
carried away unto the High Prieſts houſe , where he was haired all 
night : in the morning ſent to Pare, from him to Herod, then back 
again to the common Thnonans hall, where he was condemned, 


and at the third houre led forth ro: be cruciffed. Burt our Sove- 


raigne was watched many nights before he ſuffered ; for all the 
time of kis tryall , his chamber was filled with barbarous ſouldiers, 
who deprived him of his reſt , and of all manner of privacy , which 
was more bitter unto him then death. Ar laſt our Saviour ſuffered 
death: ſo did our Soveraigne, at the very ſame houreof the day 3 
for our Saviour gave up the ghoſt at the ninth houre , which is our 
three of the clock in the afternoon : the ſame houre put a period 
ro our Soveraignes life , and to the happinefſe of three King- 
domes. 

I have now taken a briefe view of the paine: in the next place, 
conſider the ſhame, and then you will .ſee a perfeR crofle. What 
greater ſhame and diſgrace could be offered unto a King,then inſtead 
of a Royall train , a guard firting the Majeſty of his perſon; to be 
watched and warded, and dragged from place to place, by the com- 
mon ſouldiers, the moſt rude and barbarous of all the people. But 


in this he was like unto his Saviour alſo. They came againſt him as a- Matth.2.6.25- 


ganſt athiefe,with ſwords aud flayes As our Saviour was hurried from 

place to place from Annas to Caiphas,from him ro Pilat,from Plat to 

Herod , and thence back to Plat , to the common Judgement halt:

fo was our Soveraigne burried from the 1/le of W:ght to Hurſt caſtle, 
from thence r0171729//o7 , from iiadſo7 to Sts James , from theuce to 
reſtminſter tro the common Judgement halhro be tried as a malefaR&or 
at the Bar, where no priſonei was ever cried, but in the Kings name, 
and by his authority , for that Hall was never inveſted with any 
power of judicature , without the King , nuwchletle againſt him : 
but ( as he ſayes iu his Book ) They thougbt ft to adde the mackery of 
Ju{lice, to the eruelty of malice (as they who crucitied Chriſt) that ſo they 
might deftroy him wth the greater pomp. They pretended juſtice and 
religion to cover their perjury and paracide , and fo did eſtablith 
iiguity by a Law, and fathtr their fin upon God, who is the author 
ef juſtice. And as his tryall was publique, and diſgracefull , ſo was 
his execution : it hath been a cuſtome to hang notorious traytors 
before their own doors for their greater ſhame : ſo did they put our 
Soveraigne to death , in a moſt inſultiug manner , on an open (caf- 
fold, ereged before his Royall Pallace, as if they meant to bid a 
defiance hoth to God and men. Now joyn thelc together, and tell 
me if ever any man might more juſtly then he,take up that complaine 
which was uttered in the perfon of our Saviour , by the Spirit of 
Prophecy , Behold and confider all ye that paſſe by, if there be any ſerrow 
Ghe unta my [0ivew. | 

Let us now ſee how he did _ _ wer "5p woe had 
done, he for the joy that was ſet befare him, endwied the c/ofſe, deſpi 
the ſhame. jo ——_ an earthly Crown, foi the afjured des 
had of an immortall Crown , that faderh gor away : and ſolike his 
Saviour z when he was reviled , he reviled not again 3 but was led 
as a (beep unto the ſlaughter, and opened not his mourh. As C hriſt 
prayed for them that crucified him : fo- did our Soveraigne powre 
out many devour prayers for his enemies , which might ſerve to 
melc their hearts, if they were not harder then the zether mill tone. 
As Chrift wept over Jeruſalem : ſo did our Soveraigne weep over 
his three Kingdoms , being more ſorry for the miſeries that are to 
come upon them , then for all that hath happened unto himſclfe. 
As women beholding Chriſts paſſion wept: fo many women behol- 
ng toe Soveraigne on a Scaffold, wept bitterly , unto whom he 
might have ſaid , as our Saviour did unto the other , weep n8t for me, 
Fe daughters of Jeruſalem , but weep for yaur ſelyes. Chiiſt gave him- 
ſelfe for the Church : he dyed for the people: ſo owr Soyeraigne, 
in another ſenſe, gave himſelfe for the Church, and died for his 
people; for he might have ſaved his life , if he would have conſen- 
xd to deſtroy-the Church, and enſlave his people. So vhat (as he 
ſaid on the Scaffold) he was the martyr of the people ,. martyred by 
them, and for them, When our Saviours agony began, he prayed

So was our Soveraigne frequent and inſtant in prifyer nnto God 3 

but as for removing the bitter cap he was to drink', he prayed only 

wich a ſubmiſſion unto the will of his heavenly father. When: our 

Saviour was in his agony, There appeared an Aneel unts him from Hea- Luke 22.48. 
ven fliengthning him : fo almighty God did from above miniſter abun- 

dance of comfort unto our Soveraigne ; otherwaies it had not been 

peſfible for him to have endured his crofſe with ſuch cheerfull _ 

patience as he did. When Chriſt was apprehended , he wrought a 

miraculous cure for an enemy, healing Matcus his eare , after it was Lybe 22.53, 
cut off: ſo it is well known that God enabled our Soveraigne, when 

he was in priſon to work many wonderfull cures, even for his ene- 

mies ; and yet all that conld not move theſe hard-hearred Jewes, 

who ſought his life : he might have ſaid unto them, as our Saviour 

did ynro the other , Maxy good works have 1 ſhewed you , for which of Fohn 10.32. 
them d» you perſecute me ? When our Saviour (uftered,there were ter- Matth-29.52: 
rible ſigns and wonders z for there was darkneffe over all the Land, 

the earth did ſhake, the Rocks clave aſunder, the vaile of the Temple 

was rent, and the grave3 were opened : ſo during the time of our 

Soveraipnes tryall, there were ſtrange ſigns ſeen in the ſky, in divers 

places of the Kingdome z and it was thought very prodigious, that 

when he ſuftered the Ducks forſook their pond at St. Zames , and 

came as far as17hit-ball, fluttering about the Scaffold : fo that our 

Soveraigne might have ſaid unto his murderers, as it is in Job 12.7, 

Aſk the beofts and they will tell thee , and the fawles of the Heaven , and yyh 19, 54. 
they will int ut thee : what an unnarurall murder ye are now com- Th,yj;uſqy, | 
mitting. When our Saviour ſaffered, the Centurion beholding his | 
paſſion was convinced that he was the Sonne of God, and feared 

greatly - ſo one of the Centurions who guarded our Soveraigne, be- 

holding his moſt Chriſtian , pious , and magnanimous carriage, was 
convinced, and is to this day ſtricken with great fear, horrour, and 
aſtoniſhment. When they had crucified our Saviour ; they parted Folnt 19.230 
his garments amongſt them , and for his coat, becauſe, being without 

ſeam, it could not eaſily be devided , they did caſt lots : even fo ha- 

ving crucified our Soveraigne,they have parted hi: garments amongft 
them, his Houſes and Furniture, his Parks and Revenues, his three 
King4oms; and for Irejand,becaufe it will not eafily be gained they 

have caſt lots, who ſhould go thither ro conquer it , and ſo take it to 
themſelves. In all theſe things our Soveraigne was the lively Image 
of our Saviour. :

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Ow if your patience will goe along with me while 1 confider 

the third circumſtance in the Text, the quality of the mur- 

derers , their you will finde the paralell to hold atſo ; Our 
Saviour was crucified by his own Nation : They c:#cified the Lord of 
Glory. They who were his brethren and kindſmen, according to the 
fl-ſh. So Plat told him, Thine own Nation have delivered thee unto me. 
More particularly the great Councell conſulred againit him , hyred 
Fudzxs to becray him,ſenc Souldiers to apprehend him, falſly accuſed 
and injuſtly condemned him. The great Councell was their high 
courc of Sanhedrim,which was their ſtanding Parliament. In it were 
many members of divers Callings and Profeilions : ſome Prieſts and 
chiefe Prieſts 3 ſome Elder>,and thoſe lay-Elders 3 for as there was a 
Parliament againſt Chriſt, ſo alioa Preſbytery : ſome Sccihes and 
Lawyer, who were Chair-men, for they ſate :n Moſes Charre. They 
drew alſo into this conſpiracy againſt Chrift wicked Herod:azs, whom 
otherwiſe thoſe preciſe Jewes could nor endure. And were they 
not ſuch who murthered our So:craigne? His own Nation, his great 
Councell the Parliamear, the Preſbycery,tome Prieſt . (bur they are 
Fe/ab ams Prieits of the baſcſt of the people) tome Scribe: and Law- 
yers. And they drew into that combination roo, wicked Herod:ans, 
thac is, ditlembling Courtiers , and profanc Rufhaus; and as pure as 
they would ſeem ro he,yer were they content ro endure all their God 
dammees to gain cheit aſliftances for ro damn and coademn their So- 
veraigne. 

A. Chriſt: Enemies were of divers profeſſions , ſo alfd of divers 
Seas and Religions, ſome Phariſees, ſome Saduces ; and thoſe were 
very oppo:ite one againſt che uther , yer beih joyned rogether a- 
gainſt Chriſt : To crucitie him. even. He od and lar were made 
friends : Fo/ (as the Apoſtles ſay) aga? { thine holy Sonne Zeſus , both, 
Herod and Vontius Pulat with the Gentiles and people of iſrael were gathe- 
red toge her. So the enemies of our Soveraigne were of divers Sefts 
and Religions, ſome Papitts,ſome Preſbyterians,ſome Independents; 
And though they be at odges enough berween themſelves, their 
heads are as farre a{under as »a%þſons Foxes , yet being linked b 
the rayles, they handed againſt the Lord, and againſt his anoynred. 
The Papiſt: may ſeem to have little hand in that murder , yer they 
contributed very mach unto ir; For they raiſed a moft horrid and * 
bloudy Rebellion in Ireland, a1d moſt falſly prereaded the Kings 
commiiſion for it , wheieby rhey earaged his other SubjeRs againſt 
him 3 they weakned his Forces there : deſtroying many. who would 
have affiſted their Soveraigne , and keeping orhers ſo buſie that 
they could not come to his reliefe ; they promiſed him great ayd, 
buc when he depen14ed upon it, they ntrerly failed him. The Preſ- 
bycecians are deeply imbrued with his blood : for they _— 
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him both in England and Scotland , deprived him of all power and 
means, declared him uaworthy to raign, and fo weakned him, that 
it was an cafje matter for the Independants, who are drunk with his 
bloud, for to kill hum. The Presbycerians framed both the Major and 
MNiuor Propoſitions, and the Independants, drew out the concluhon: 
for thns the Pre-byterian both preached and publiſhed ; a tyrant is 
to be oppoſed and deſtroyed : bur the King is a Tyrant. Then 
comes the Independants and draw f::rih rhe concluon which natu- 
rally follows from the prem'ties : Ergo ler himbe deftroyed. Or to 
uſe their own diſtinion which they have ſo much abuſed; the Preſ- 
bycerians murderd the King in Iii> politicall capacity, the Indepen- 
dants in his naturall capacity. Thus our Soveraign , as well as our Sa- 
vionr was crucified berween two theeves, bur neither of them a good 
theefe. Theſe two fattions (a hi Majeſty well expreiies it in his 
Book) Are the tw:ns which lately one wombe wclaſed, the younger ſtriving 
t0 prevaile again ſt he elder ; what the Prechyterians have hunted after, the 
Fn.'e endants (ecke to catch fur themſelves. and indeed they have taken 
the prey out of cheir mouths : They who at firſt were but journey 


men unto the other, have now ſer up for themſelves. 


Alteir theſe he the chiefe murderers : there be many others who- 
thou2h (as himſelf ſaith) Their hands are not embrued im his bloud by 
ating and conſenting to his death, yet they are ſprinkled with his blaud by 
geſerting 191. «:ven all choſe who had power and means, and did not 
uſe them for his defence. For Nox caret ſcrupulo etculte ſocietatis gut Seneras 
wainfeſto iſ: rimni non occurrit. By the Law of nature and Nations, 


all ſubje&: are boumd to defend their Kings Perſon,Crown, and dig- 


nity. Onr Saviour ſai unto Prat ; If my Krngdowr were of this worid, Fob.18.36. 
then would my ſeruvazts fight, that 7 ſhau'd not be del>vered to the Iews, 


Where he inſinuates that che ſervants and ſubjz=3s, of an earthly 
King, are bound to fight for his defence : And therefore all thoſe 
who did not aide him according ro their power, have incurr'd the 
curſe of Merex. Judge : 5. 23. Curſeye Meroz (faid the Angell of the 
Lord) curſe ye bitterly the inhabitants thereof : becauſe they came not to the 
help of the | o-d, to the h-lp of the Lord agamft the mighty. Bet\des theſe 
neutrals, who hecau'e they were nor for the King, were againſt him, 


! thereare many who fought for rheir ſoveragin,who have yer by their 
* fins foghr againſt him : cheir debauched carriage gave much advan- 
; rage to his enemics,& pro- oked God to forſake their arwies: by their 


* rapineand plunder they did alienate the hearrs of the people from 
z their Soveratyne , and by heir ſtrifs and emolations, they loſt the 
| King/om and that gracious King : there was a firife amongſt 
; Chiiſts followers which of them ſhould be the greateſt 3 but the 
: firife rhat was among the Rings followers for places and prefermenre, 


| was farre more hurtfull and pernicious. Yeajas all of us were in 
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ſome ſort, guilty of Chriſts bloud 3 for onr ſinnes were the meritori 
ous and procuring cauſe of his death :, He was delivered to death fa 
our offences. So theſinne> of every one of us harh added force unr 
rhis great ſtroke and wound given .unto theſe Kingdoms in his Ma 
jeſt.es death. As the good King Z7«ffab was taken away by a violen 
death, for the fins of 1udah , that Ged might the wore freely pour 
out the fiercnefle of his wrath : ſo was our Gracious Soveraigne ta 
ken away for the puniſhmenr of our ſinnes, that the iniquities © 
theſe ſinfull nations being now finiſhed and come to an height by a1 
horrible rebellion and parricide, hee might powre ont the violls © 
his wrath upon them, there being now nothing ro hinder the ftroki 
of his vengeance, when he is taken away, -yea made away by them 
ſelves, who like Moſes ſtood in the gap, between the ſinnes of hi 
people, and Gods judgements. So that we may all of us take up.tha 
lamentation, whiCh the Church made for the death of Iofab : Th 
Crowm 1s fallen from our head , woe to w that we have ſomed. 
But howſoever our Saviour had many enemies, yet his mof 
violent adverſaties were the Phariſees, and if you will but obſerv 
how they are deſcribed unto us in the Goſpell, It all not need t 
make any application-The Phariſees were the moſt ſtri& and preciſ 
ſe& of the Jewes, the Puritans of that age, they were men of a ſai 
countenance and great auſterity 3 they did bow down their head 
like a Bulruſh, when as their inward parts burnt altogether with de. 
ceipt : they wereoutwardly (though hypocritically) holy white, 
ſepulshers beautifull without, and within ſid: of unclean:ſſe. Great pre 
renders I to religion, and deſired to be accounted mor, 
pure than others,the only ſaints apon earth,and ſodid ſeparate fron 
the reſt of the Church, aud from thence were they called Phari 
ſees They pretended ( eſpecially ſuch of that ſet as were Scribs 
great knowledge of the Scriptures,and revelations of the Spirit: the: 
were much for preaching, made long prayers, and that openly, re 
be ſeen of men,uſed vaine repetitions: Under colour of long prayer 
they devoured widdowes houſes. They were ſuperſtitioufly zealon 
of keeping the Sabboth , bur great profaners of the temple }, the 
made Gods houſe a houſe of mercha!diſe, and Dexne of theeves, fo 
which they were ſharply reproved by our Saviour, as they ofte! 
quarelled him for breaking the Sabboth. Where as the fift com 
mandement injoynes us to honour oar Father , not onely our natu 
rall Father, bur alſo our civill farher, who is Paxye. s Patrie : the: 
made this commandement void by their {orbax, that is a gift wher 
by Gods cauſe, or rather their own ends is arivanced. They dis 
draw the people after them, who were ſo much addiQed unto the 
that they would not beleeve nor follow any without their allowance 
for that is the rule they gave to the people, Have any of the Pha: 
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* ſees heleeved 68 hym? And indeed their fattion was ſo popular, that(as 


Ljephys teltifiech) chey govei acd nor onely Jerufalem, bur all Judea 
toa. They did bind heavy burdens upon other mens ſhoujders, 
which themſelves did nor bear, and to chey made the way to heaven 
ſtraice co others,and wide to theinielves: { hey were invited to fealtt 
and-loved to lir ac che head of che Table. Lhey made conſcience of 
ſmaller matters, az of ceremenies, hut onurted the weightier mat- 
ters of the law, judgement and mercy. Now would you nt thinks 
that che (outes of thelc Phariſees by a pythagorgan tranſmigration, 
were entied into our new reformers. 
| As the murtherers of our. Saveraign reſemble the crucifiers of 
gur Sayiour 3 ſowe find them aciing all rhe tame parts. And firſt 
Fudas who ſold his Maſter , of all that contyi.ed againſt Chriſt , is 
moſt odious z for he was his di{ciple, a domeltick ſervant, one whom 
he cruſted with his purſe.z and yes he, his familiar friend, who did eat 
of 19s bread lift up the becl: agamſt him. So oar Soveraigne was fold at 
a yreater Price than ouc Saviour, by thoſe who had as neere a relation 
unto him, as 4445 had nuio Chriſt :, for they were his countrey 
men, brought up with him, his ſervants and familiar friends, whom 
he cruſted wich his purſe, wich his counſels and his perfon,cheriſhed 
in his boſame, and jnriched with many princely fayourss In many 
reſpects rhey were farre worſe than lzdas ; for when 1udas fold his 
Maitcr, he thought he would not have ſuffered , bur have eſcaped 
by a wiracle, as he had ſomerimes done before. This is the can- 
-jetuce of the Fachers, and may be probably gathered our of the 


Text z for it is aid, Thes ludas when be ſaw wit be was condemaed, Mxtth.27 EM 


repented himſelf : fo that before, he thoughc it ſhould not have come 
to thar,bur that Chritt would have eſcaped, and he gone away with 
the money.Bur the Judales who ſold theis Soveraign knew very well 
that he could not eſcape, being deliyered into the hands of his ene - 
mies. Againe Zdas ſaw got che horror of his finn before hee had 
committed it it he had, it is probable he would not have done 
it, bur theſe men ſaw and knew very well what horrible faR ic was 
to deliver up their King,as may appear by Lowaus his Speechgwhere- 
in he profelied that ir is againſt che law of. Nations for them to de- 
liver up a ftranger, who had put himſelfe under their proteRion,. 
much more to deliver their King. And yerall that was onely for 
forme ſake, that he mighr berter beat che: bargain, and raiſe the 
price, as did appeare by the event. Beſides they have a&ed many 
more parts than Zudas did : for they; were che firſt that rooke armes 
againſt hin, ingaging ail his Subjedts by a ſolemn League and Cove- 
nant, to diſtroy the Church and the King, they develted him of all 
auchority wichin that Kingdome, Seazed his Caftles and revenewes,. 
and by their example and Covenant, incouraged their "= þ in

Exz/and to doe the like”: and when his Majeſty was like to hav 
prevailed againſt his Rebels in Eng/azd, they, nocwithſtanding tha 
the King, toſecure them on his fide, had gratitied them, by granting 
them all their unreaſonable and impious demands, yer came in the 
ſecond time with a great army , to afliſt ſtrangers againſt their nary: 
rall King. And they have perſecuted all che Kings party in that 
Kingdom, imprifoning, baniſhing , forfeicing and barborouſly mur: 
thering, even under colour of jaſtice, all that adhered unto him 
Alas poor Z#das did none of theſe things but would have reſcued 
his Maſter out of the councels hands , if it had beene in his power ; 
and yes becauſe he fold him for money, he is odious aud infanion; 
untoall generations : Oh then whar ſhall theſe men be ? Fizally 
Indas repented, was ſwallowed up of forrow,confeſled his ſi--ne,made 
reſtirution, for he gave back the money , and made ſome ſatisfa& on 
roo, for hee tooke revenge upon himſelfe when he berook him 
to the halter. Burt we ſee not as yet ſo much repentance in theſe 
Judaiſes. . 

Here let no man thinke that I charge that horrible crime upon 
the Sco: cith Nation : I know it was not the4Mlr of the Narion ; but 
of that religion wherein moſt of chem were _ up-- Yea, and 
albeit the greateſt part of that Nation be infetted with the leaven 
of aytox and Buchanan. yetare they not all alike guilry. Sume cf 
them and the farre greateſt parr, were meerly coutened out of their 
loyalry, by their blind guides 3 Like thoſe -wo hundred who fol- 
lowed A4bſole'r. our bf Jeruſalem, in therr- ſimplicity, knowing ns 
thing of his treaſon 3 for chey were made to beleeve that their reli- 
gion wa in danger to be overthrowne , and chac rhey were bound 
in conſcience ro take armes to defend ir, and to afliſt their bre- 
thren in England ; yet ſoas that they never intended any violence 
unto the Kings perſon, and did from the bottome of their hearts, 
abhorre the delivering him up unto his enemies. - Others againe 
never approved of any of rheir proceedings againſt the King, 
knowing that their rebellion was moſt unlawfull : yer did they in 
ſome ſoft comply with the Rebeis, for fear 'of loſing their eſtares, 
their liberties, their lives: theſe are more like unto Peter who our of 
fear denyed his Maſter,- than to Iudes, who fold him out of cove- 
rouſnefſe.Beſides both theſe,there are many other noble Gentlemen, 
who exprefled as much loyalty co their Soveraigne, as ever ſnbjeRs 
did, and gave as good proofe of it, by their ſervice, under t 
banner of that moſt renowned Lord, the Lord Marquis of Montroſſe 
the glory of this age, and honour of this Nation. All theſe being de 
du&ed, it will appear, that it was the ſmalleſt part of that Nation 
who a&ed 7udas his part,howſoever by craft,they had got the powe 


into their hands and uſed the tongues of their fiery my r4

\ charm the diſcomtended people, from maki "oppefirion 
agatiift their proceedings. ad a rheie rooy/ > a5 they 
are, have nor di'honoured their Nation more, than their brethren 
of Exgland have done. rhoirs : as the Scribes and Phariſees ex- 
Pretied more malice againſt our Savicur, than Zudas did 3; ſothoſe * 
who merit ered our Suveraign, expretied more malice, than they 
thar ſold him' : and are to be accounted the greater Traytors, be- 
Cauſe of the reward which they gave unto the other. - For Ggd him- 
{cifaggravares the whordome of Iſrael , by this circumſtance, that 
the gave a reward unro-her lovers. Ezech. 1633.34: Thou &t zet lhe 
other women fr they rec-ruegifts, but thou groeſt a reward to all thy le- 
vers. As ſhe is a more ſhameletice whore , who hires men for her luſt, 
than ſhe that proRtitures her bodyfor a reward: To are they tobe ac- 
counted the greateſt Traytors,who nor only did riſe up againift their 
'Soveraign, buc aNo hired others jnto a Rebellion, and wo him 
into-their hands. 

From Zudas come we to the great councell.The Parliament is the 
great Councell , and hath atted alland more againft rheir Lord 
and Soveraign, than the other did againft Chriſt : they conſulted 
how to put him to death, gave mony to betray him, fent ſeuldiers 
tro apprehend him. In that ,great Councell A145 and {aiphas 
were chiefe : In this CromweRt and Treton ; and Cromwell prophe- 
cyed a> Caiphas did, uſing almoſt the ſame words, 7t x exped:ent that

the Scribs and Lawyers, who fiercely purſued him:they curſt chem-# 
felves-with his bloud, as the others did with Chrifts ;< for 8:as/hew. 
ſpoke.to this purpoſe on the Bench : Our Lives are threarned if wee 
medle with bis bloud ; 11a whatſoever ſhall befalls, we will doe juſtlse 
zpon biz. And is not this juſffas the Scribes and Vhariſees ſaid His 


bloud be upon us and on our Children. & airfax was Pilat the Gavernour, Matth.27. 28. 


who ſeemed unwilling to conſeat to his death , and ſought to wath 
his-hanes of his blond, by laying it upon others, ' And his wife La- 
dy Pylat, who difwaded the murther of our Soveraign,more than the 
other did the killing of Chriſt. The Army are the Souldiers who 
apprehended him, watched him, mocked him, reviled him , cryedl 


© zuſtice and execution againſt him,and at laſt crucified-hiar,and parted 
his garments amongſt them.

We have now taken a view of the afors in both tragedies, and 
of their ſeverall parts - in the third place, ifyou will confider their 
proceedings you ſhall fiad them alike too, fave only that the pro- 
ceedings againſt our Soveraign were more. illegal, and in many 
things more cruell. Their accuſation againſt Chriſt was onely ge- 
nerall, 


that he was a blaſphemer, a deceaver, and one thar _”

the nation;but wherein they could not ſhew:& dolus verſatur in gene 
ralibus. So was the charge againſt our Soveraign general{, and a: 


'farre from truth too, as that he was a tyrant, and which is ridiculou: 
'aTraytor : bur they could prove no particular crime againſt him 


When Plat defired the Jewes to bring a particular accvſation againſ} 
Jeſus ſhewing what evill he had done : They anſwered, if he were not « 
malcfaftor we would not have delivered him rp unto thee. And ſuch is thi 
plea that the murtherers ule for themiclves, if the King had not beer 
a wicked tyrant,the Parlianient would nor have uſed him as they hay 
cone. The Jewes pretended a Law for killing of Chriſt, ſayiog unte 
Pilat who was a ſtranger, We have a Law,and by our law he oiight to die 
But they had no ſuch law to proguce. So the murcherers of our So 
veraign labour to perſwade ſtrangers , that they ated according te 
the Laws of their own Land; but their conſciences can tell them tha 
they did it without Law, and quite contrary to the Law of the land 
the Law of God , the Law of natureand nations. ' Chriſtwas con. 
demned, . not by any rule of Law,but by the vote of Patliament:Cai 
phas asked the queſtion,Fhat think yezthey anſwered be #s guilty of death 
So was our Soveraign condemned by vote, . Crumwell the Caipha 
asked the reft, what thirh ye ? and they all being packt by him, aric 
choſen for the purpoſe , anſwered he is worthy to die. In Chriſt 
firſt trial! beforethe great councell , . his enemies were his judges 


bur in his ſecond triall, when he was ſentericed todeath, Pj/at onet; 


was judge, who was willing to have releaſed him , and his etiemie 
were only his accuſers :' but inthe whole proceedings againſt ou! 
Soveraign, his enemies were not only accuſers and parties, but all 
1s judges,the moſt profeſſed enemies he had;and the moſt deſperati 
Traytors that” ever the ſunne did ſhine on, who had afed fo muc! 
villany,! that , they could not imagine any ſafety for themſelves 
unlefle he were deftroyed,and all that belong unto him. The Jewe! 
confeſſed that they had no power of life and death, * faying, It is x9 
lawfull for us ta piit ary man to death:But that high court of juſtice (a 
they term it } 'which was erefted for his Majeſtics triall, had leffi 
pover, it was not lawfull for thenrto put any man to death , muct 
lefſe their Soveraign : - for the great councell of the Jewes had ſom! 
power, being inſtituted by God himſelfe 3 it was' proper fo 
them to judge of blaſphemy, if they had jadged aright ; © though 
power of life and death was taken from them by the Roman con 
quercur : Eur the court thac condemned our Soveraign had nt 
power at all, neither isit any court, as not being inſtituted by an! 
who had authority they did honour themſetves,and fo their honoy 
is nothing. The grear councell that condemned Chriſt ; wasrighth 
conſtituted of all its members, and under no force : fo w.$ nor th! 
h counce] 
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counrell that condemned our Soveraign 3' for the better part of it; 

the houſe of the Lords, was wholly layed-aſide 3 and the houſe of- 
Commons often purged, ſo that the teqth man legally eleRed, was: * 

not preſent, and thoſe that were theit, under ſuch a force; thar they 

mult fay, and doe, as their C2iphas would have them. Chriſt was 20-9.545 
allowed to ſpeake for himſelf, and Pilatdefired him to make anſwer 

unto thoſe things they witnetſed againſt him, and marvelled greatly 

that he anſwered not, But our Soveraign was nor allowed to ſpeak 

for himſelf, he was condemned before he was heard : Bradſhaw and » 


Cook, rwo foule monthed Dogges, interrupted him, and told him Hatth.27.13. 


plainly, that the court would not allow him to ſpeak, nor hear his 14+ 
reaſons 3 for they knew well that they were not able to reſiſt the wiſ- 
dom and the ſpirit by which he ſpak. So thar their proceedings were 
more illegall than the proceedings of the. Jewes. Na 
And as their proceedings were more illegall, ſoin many things 
more cruell too. cany followers were not barred from comming 1%h,19.25, 
unto him 3 , for his mother ſtood by the crofie , and other women of. 
her kjndred, .ſo did the beloved Diſciple : bur our Soveraign was! 
not allowed any of his fervants or friends, to attend him, during: the 
rime of his tryall,and long before : he could nor ſo much as obtain a-' 
ny.of his Chaplains to Miniſter ghoſtly comfort unto him, which (as 
he ſayed in hjs Book) as a greater r1gour and barbarity, then is ever uſed 
by Chriſtians to the meaneſt Priſoners and greatcſt malefattors 3. whom 
though the juſtice of the Law deprive of worldly comforts,yet the mercy of 
religion alles them the benefit of their clerey,' a: not aim:ng at once to de- 
ſtroy their bodies,agd.to damac their ſoules. Theſe murtherers were more 
cruell:for having deprived kim,of all things elſe,they were even loth 
that he ſhould ſave his ſoul ; and therefore as they denyed him the 
f-rvice of his Chaplains, fo the ſonldiers by their rude and barbarous 
carriage in his Chamber, did as much as they could, hitidrhis pri- / 
vate addrefles unto God:. A grear company of people aritof women, x, ,,. , 3.27 
bewaiſed and lamented Chtjſts death, withour'any checkor re. * 70 
pioof : bur men could not exprefle any ſorrow for his Majeſties 
death, without the danger of their own life , and when ſomefilly 
women wept, bitterly ſceing his Majeſties. execution, they - were 
mocked, threatned, and ſome of thembeaten. The Jews did nog. _ 
mich trouble the followers of Chriſt, before® his deaih, only the; Feh.9.35.12.

Our Saviour was nor denyed a buriall* ; for two hor 
rable counſellers:took a care of his Funerall, and the Jewes, as n 
ſicious asthey were, did-nat oppoſe it, ongly they defired a war 
to beſet:npon his Sepulcher. But our Soveraign was denyed t] 
honour, though:three honarable connſellers begged his body, 
have buryed it-in the Sepulcher of his Fathers,they could not obta 
it : but:the-murtherers carryed away his Corps to Windfor,'thinki 
there tohide it ina.private corner, where no man ſhould know : a! 
thoſe honorable counſellers following afrer , with mnch adve, © 
tained:to have rhe diſpoſing of ir, in.a more ſeemly place 3 bur wit 
owt all Fanerall ſolemnity: which yet in a moſt ſumptuons manner 
beftowed-upon a baſe rigicide, Doriſlazg, that all rhe world may ſe 
they preferre a Barabas before the Lords annointed. The Jeu 
could not indare to heare Chriſt magnified , after they had cru 
fied him-aod rherefore they raged againſt rhe Goſpel! which co 
raines the Hiftory of his life: As-much have theſe Jewes raged agai! 
his Majeſties Book, the ifſue of his divine ſoul , and laboured by 
meanes to ſupprefle it 3 bur they can no more obſcure his glory th

ped and taken from him. Like Achab they killed and took poſſe; 
He ficft killed before he took potſeſſion; but theſe murderers 
took pofieflion, and then to maintain their pofſefſion , killed t 
King, the righr owner, and barred all his heires from ſucceeding, 
the Hnſtandmen in the Parable ſaid, The & the hire , come ler us 
him,and ſeaze upox his iaheritance. Or, (& St.Luke hath it) that the 
heritance may be 01s '.So have they killed the true Heire, and 
to deſiroy all his Heires , that the inheritance'which they ſeize
